The Construction of Pulpits. 

‘The following article, handed us by a friend, ie from 
the Norwich Courier. We publish it, in the belief that 
many pastors will be glad to have such an article cit- 
culate through their own perishes, in the hope of ob- 
taining for themselves a better standing in the pulpit. 

Mr. Editor :—1 am delighted with your 
notice of the pulpit of the Greeneville church, 
and your recommendation of the principle in 
the construction of all pulpits. There is an 
evil in the land of which few people seem to 
be aware. And yet many persons have 
really suffered under the twit. whilst they 
knew not what was harting them. Many a 
congregation has been cheated of half the 
impressi and usefulness of a good dis- 
course, by reason of the awkwardness and in- 
convenience of the pulpit by which the 
preacher was and constrained ia 
the delivery. The almost universal custom 
of building the desk so high as to require @ 
platform inside, ought to be repudiatéd and 
abandoned, It often subjects a clergyman 
to great constraint and unpaturalness in 
preaching. ‘The fact is, some of these plat- 
forms are so smal! and so insecure that it re- 
quires a man somewhat accustomed to tight 
rope dancing to stand upon them. And 
some are so elevated withal that it isa i 
part of the service to get up and down 
them.

| Messrs. Eprrors :—It may perhaps be in-| 
|teresting to many of your readers to know 
|that wise and g men have entertained 
| views on the subject of polygamy, long be- 
| fore that question was agitated before the 
| American Board, which correspond with 
‘the views of other wise and men, more 
| Fecently expressed, but which others, no 
wiser or better, have strongly denounced as 
unscriptural, 

The following extract from the works of 
Channing, contained in a review of the 
character and writings of John Milton, will 
give us a clew at the views of these dis- 
tinguished men. In speaking of the views 
|of Milton on marriage, as expressed in his 
| consideration of man’s state in paradise, 
| Channing says, ‘he here introduces his 
views of polygamy and divorce. These 
| views show, if not the soundness, yet the 
| characteristic independence of his mind. 
|No part of his book has given such of- 
| fence as his doctrine of the lawfulness of 
| Polygamy, and yet nowhere is he less liable 
|to reproach. It is plain that his error was 
founded on his reverence for scripture. He 
| saw that polygamy was allowed to the best 
jof men in the Old Testament, to patri- 
| archs before the law, who, he says were the 
| objects of God's special favor, and to emi- 
jnent individuals in subsequent ages; and

The ordinary receipts from the churches are 
now more than $2, and the receipts from 
legacies more than $6,000 less than those of 
the corresponding months of the last year. 

3. In consequence of this deficiency of re- 
ceipts, the Society is now wholly destitate of 
the means of remitting to the missionaries 
who have performed their stipulated service, 
the amount that is due them. And not only 
so, the arrearages for labor reported, which 
it was hoped the last few weeks would dimin- 
ish, have, on the contrary, been increased, 
until they are now scarcely less than $9,000. 

This amount in sums of $26 to $100, is 
looked for, on the arrival of every mail, by 
more than two hundred missionaries. Their 
families are dependent on it for the comforts 
and even the necessaries of life. They are in 
anew country. They have passed through a 
sickly season. The severities of winter are 
upon them. Their privations and trials are 

gh for frail h ity to bear, even ifthe 
small pittance to which they are entitled for 
their personal service, were promptly at their 
doors. Some of them have written a second 
time, telling of stores for the winter, and 
clothing for their children which they have 
been unable to provide; and of credit and 
influence injured, because of debts which they 
have been unable to pay. And yet their 
necessities can be met no faster than the 
means are furnished by the friends of Missions. 
The Society has no permanent funds. It ob- 
tains no loans. It has no indebtedness, ex- 
cept to those who have labored under its ap- 
pointment. The dependence of the mission- 
aries and their famities on the churches for 
which the Society acts, is immediate and ex- 
clusive. And such are the facilities of dis- 
bursement, that every contribution will be 
available for their relief, without risk or de- 
duction, as soon as the intelligence can reach 
them that it has been received at the office of 
the Society. 

4. The Committee have ever been slow 
to make special appeals to the sympathies 
of the christian public. They have sought 
rather—as they will ever continue to do—to 
exhibit those principles, facts and motives, 
which are suited to cultivate habits of well- 
doing, that they may thus secure enlightened, 
systematic and permanent action in this de- 
partment of christian benevolence. In the 
circamstances, however, in which the provi- 
dence of God has now placed them, they 
would regard themsclves as unfaithful to their 
trust, were they not to apprize the churches 
of the present necessities of their missionary 
brethren, and call upon them for those sub- 
stantial expressions of fraternal sympathy, 
which shall send joy to the hearts of the mis- 
sionaries, comfort into their families, and 
save their congregations from being seatter- 
ed as sheep upon the mountains. 

Are there not many individuals and con- 
gregations, that can contribute something for 
this purpose, without diminishing at ab their 
regular annual donations? Are there none 
of the Auxiliaries of the Society that have 
funds already collected which they can for- 
ward without delay? Are there no churches 
whose annual collections have not been tak- 
en up, that can hasten them, and will feel it 
to be their privilege to enlarge them, in this 
time of need? Are there not ministers of 
Christ, who will wolunteer to make solicita- 
tions in their own Gongregatians and in others 
near; as the Society has no system of agen- 
cies, that can reach (a tenth part of the church- 
es for which it acts)! Are there not many 
christian females, remdy to every good work, 
who will inquire what the Lord will have them 
to do in furtherance of tis heavenly charity f 
Will any one, who giveth a cup of cold water 
to a disciple, in the name of Christ, in any 
wise lose his reward ? Y

| REY. MR. KIRK’S SERMON 


BEFORE THE BOSTON YOUNG MEN'S TOTAL AB- 
} STINENCE SOCIETY. 


On Yast Sabbath afférnoon, Rev. Mr. Kirk 
delivered a sermon in his own church, before the 
Young Men’s Total Abstinence Society of this 
city. Text, I. Cor. 9:27; “But I keep under 
my bedy, and bring it into subjection.” In the 
ingroduetion Mr. Kirk observed that the text was an 
allusion to the Grecian games, where persons who 
were engaged in them governed themselves by such 
| rules of diet as would give the animal system the 

greatest vigor without impairing its energy. Al! 
| the passions and appetites of the body were 
| trained for a certain purpose, and were complete- 
ly subjected to the will. This was the ascen- 
dancy which Paul, on christian principles, had ob- 
tained over his animal nature. The preacher laid 
down some marks by which we could ascertain 
whether we have obtained this victory. 1. We 
| have not obtained this victory, if animal pleas- 
ures are with us an object of pursuit. 2. We 
have not obtained it, if preference is given 
to thie gratification of the animal nature over the 
| intellectual and moral powers. 2. Mr. K. in- 
| quired how shall we keep the body under? 
1 (1.) Not by the destruction of the appetites. 
These are essential to our existence. God hes 
| implanted them in our nature. They are to be 
in subjection to the will, and not the wil! to them. 
| We are to eat to live, but not live to eat. (2.) 
The body is not to be subdued by practising 
| Susterities. Neither the penances of Catholics, 
| nor the self-inflicted cruelties of the heathen will 
| do it. (3.) The body is brought into subjection 
by repentance and faith. 

| Mr. K. here showed how the exercise of these 
|two graces brings the soul into subjection to 
| God's law, and through that the body is sub- 
| dued, 

In applying these principles to the occasion, 
| the preacher urged upon young men, in carrying 
| forward the temperance reform, first of all, the 
| daty of practising total abstinence. If they would 
reform others, they must reform themselves. In 
no case were alcoholic drinks necessary as a 
common beverage, but in all circumstances they 
were injurious. 

Mr. K. spoke in just terms of indignation 
against the whole business of vending and dis 
tilling alcoholic poisons. England and America 
are destined to do a great work in the world’s 
conversion; but what can the missionary do, if 
he sails in the same ship with a cargo of New 
England ram? How can he bring the goepel to 
bear upon the heathen, filled with intoxicating 
drinks? The latter day glory can never be ush- 
ered in, until the fires of the distillery are ex- 
guished. This hindrance must be removed 
before the word of God can run, have free course 
|and be glorified, England reproaches us as a 
| nation of slavehold and we h them as 
a nation ef drunkards, but slavebulding and

WRECK OF THE ATLANTIC.

“Capt. Dustan it appears, was 
equally prompt, his vessel being taken into the 
dry dock on Sunday morning, machinery repaired, 
and those of his passengers who remained were 
landed at Allen's Point, we learn, by 1 o'clock 
that night.” P 

Now whether the “ awful catastrophe is tracea- 

able” with certainty to Sabbath desecration, or 
whether there is on'y probability in the case, 
is not the language too strong which asserts as 
above? If we cannot trace the connexion with 
absolute certainty, is it safe to say that we can- 
not trace it atall? If the steam-chest had not 
burst, or if there had been no storm on the 
sound, who could have been absolutely certain 
that the boat would have reeched New York in 
safety? Yet who does not trace the disaster to 
these as proximate causes? But for them all 
might have been well. So probability helps us 
to trace, where certainty is not. But will any 
believer im divine providence stop here? Is 
there no dark line traceable through that storm 
back to the previous Sabbath, when God was so 
We have a history full of 
terrible calamities, which God has written. The 
causes of them are specified. 

Now if the history of this awful calamity were 
written by the same hand, and the causes speci- 
fied, can any christian doubt but among them the 
profaning of God's holy Sabbath would be men- 
tioned? And ought we to leave it out? God 
would indeed speak of certainties ; we of proba- 
bilities. But with his word, so full of instrue- 
tion on this point before us, is there not a proba- 
bility which exclades doubt? Has God's govern- 
ment changed since his word was written? Is 
there now, so far as this life is concerned at least, 
equal safety in disobeying, as in obeying him ? 
Now, Messrs. Editors, do not think me doubting 
the correctness of your views. I know them 
too well. And I know too that you will pardon 
the freedom I have taken in pointing you to an 
expression which implies, that in no sense is 
any connexion traceable between Sabbath dese- 
eration and the loss of the Atlantic. ce.

000, of which about £100,000 have been supplied 
out of the Central Fund, “in making provision ier 
the most destitute localities, and in aiding wé 
stimulating the local efforts of several congregt 
tions. The result is, that sir hundred and /) 
suitable and commodious places of worship eve 
now been erected: by far the larger proportion 
which sre entirely free from debt. 

It would be well if the churches in this count’ 
would imitate their Scottish brethren, 
their houses of worship from debt.
